LAST SURVIVING BONAPARTE

Niece of the Great Napoleon Wasting
Away from Injury.
Princess Mathilde Bonaparte,
who is the last survivor of the
generation to which her brother
“Plon-Plon” and her cousin, Na
poleon I, belonged, has never re-
rovered from the fracture of her
thigh which oceurred at her coun-
try house of Nt Gratien, outside
Paris, in the course of the sum-
mer, says the London World, She
rallied after the shock caused by
the aceident; and she stood very
well the journey by road from Nt.
Giratien to her honse in the Rue
de Berri, but she has  gradually
been getting weaker, and there is
little  hove  of her recoverv.

rrimeess Mathilde is a daughter of
King Jerome and a niece, there-
fore, of the great Napoleon, but
she has never taken anaetive part
in polities, and her “salon,” one
of the last remaining in Paris, was
noted for being the rendezvons
of the most eminent men and wom-
en of the day in science, literature
and  art, Her  sister-in-law,
Princess Clotilde  of Bavoy, who
lives entirely in Turin, has been
with her during the greater part
of her long illness, as well as her
nephew, Prince Louis Napolcon,
who is now a general in the Rus-
sian army. His elder brother,

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THE BABY IS A SOLDIER,

Queer Out~ome of Suit on Nurse's
Contract in Russia.

A peculiar incident iflustrating
the tedious processes of Russian
law and the extreme tardiness of
Russian justice is told by A. Mak-
lei, a recent emigrant from that
country, who was a witness in a
case  which required 17 years
to get a decision.  He left the
country about three weeks ago and
has just been informed of the out-
COlLe,

Mr. Maklei came to Minneapolis
on account of a dislike toward him
in the neighborhood of Kishineff,
because he expressed sympathy
for the homeless Hebrews, says the
Minneapolis Journal,  His atti
tude was considered as Nihilistie
by some, and, although he is not o
Jew himself, he thought he would
be better off in a free country.

In 1886 a boy was born to a no
bleman living near Kishinetl, and
according to the custom a nurse
was hired to have sole charge of
the child until he became old
enough to be placed in the schools.
The nurse was coinpelled to sign a
contract binding %wer to service for
five years. She did her work faith-
fuily for two vears aud then broke

her contract by marrying a youny
WOrkuaz »=a wak often emoloved
at the nobleman’s house, She
had, however, been so faithful to
her little charge and had done her
work so well, that the father
brought suit in the provincial
court to make her return and com-
ply with her contract,

In the trial in the lower courts
the case was decided in favor of
the girl, but the nobleman had the
money and the case was carried
np by those mysierious melhods
known only in Russia, until it
finally reached the highest court
of the land,

This august body, called the
high synod. after considerable de-
tay and argument, rendered a ver
dict to the effect that, inasmuch as
the givl had signed the contract,
she must return at once and ful
fill it. Lmprisonment is the penal-
ty for refusing to obey the court's
orders, and the girl, now a pros
perous matron, is in a quandary as
to her next move, for the little hoy
Ilu'nli:mml in the contraet is now
serving his time in the Russian
army. Mr. Maklei says he does
not know whether the high synoid
looked at the date of the docu
ments of appeal.
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
